Curtis Presents Trophy. 

A crowd of nearly 60,000 spec- 
tators responded to the thrill of 
Twenty Grand’s victory with an 
ovation.-rivaling that accorded the 
popular conquest of Earle Sande 
and Gallant Fox a year ago. This 
was the third successive triumph 
for the East in the Derby. There 
was a spontaneous outburst of en- 
thusiasm as the rose wreath was 
draped over Twenty Grand’s neck 
and the gold Derby trophy was 
presented to Mra. Whitney 
Charles Curtis,¢ Vice President of 
the United Stutes. 

Strongly supporred right down to 
post time, Twenty Grand for each

LOS ANGELES, Cal., May 16.— 
Following the biting of 12 persons 
by three dogs, found to be infected 
with rabies, it has been decided to 
broadcast the wailing bark of a 
mad dog over Radio Station KMTR 
here next week. A normal dog’s 
bark also will be broadcast, so the 
public may learn to distinguish be- 
tween the two sounds. The barks 
were recorded yesterday at the city 
pound. 

Dr. Fred B. Gage, city director 
of rabies control, said a rabid dog's 
effort to bark usually results in a 
high-pitched, whining sound, some- 
thing like a coyote wail. A dog in 
normal health, he said, barks with 
a short, sharp, explosive sound.

within the next two weeks.

5 BILLIONS IN SAVINGS BANKS 


New Record Reported for 
‘York in April. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 16.—For the 
first time on record the deposits of 
savings banks in New York State 
crossed the $5,000,000,000 mark in 
April, says the monthly report of 
the Savings Banks Association of 
the State of New York. 

Representing a gain for the 
month of $41,413,183, deposits in 
savings banks at the end of April 
stood at $5,000,279,647. This is an 
increase since the first of the year 
of $222,920,661, and exceeds that 
of any full year heretofore in 
which records have been kept. By 
far the greater part of the April 
gain, says the report, was in Buf- 
falo where four savings banks had 
the phenomenal! increase.of $26,- 
231,376 in deposits and 9340 in ac- 
counts, this sudden increase was 
ascribed to the fact that four large 
commercial banks there reduced 
their rates on ‘thrift’ accounts 
from 4 to 3 per cent. April is 
normally a month of heavy with- 
drawals and the past month set a 
record for the seven years the as- 
sociation has compiled figures. 
There was a net gain of 36,578 ac- 
counts.

Discoverer to Describe Stellar Body 
175 Times Greater. 
By the Associated l’ress, 
WINNIPEG, Man., May 16.—Dr.

minion Astronomical Observatory 
at Victoria, B. C., will tell members 
of the Royal Astronomical Society 
at Toronto next week about. the 
new double star of even greater 
mass than the Plaskett star, dis- 
covered by him nine years ago.

LEGGE POLICIES 
ARE ABANDONED 


Theory Adopted That Only 
Way to Control the Grain 
Surplus Is to Eliminate 
It.

WASHINGTON, May 16:—The 
Federal Farm Board apparently 
has reached the conclusion that if 
the price of wheat is to be stabil- 
ized it must be accomplished not 
through controlling the surplus, 
but by eliminating it altogether. 
This decision involves abandon- 
iment of the policies inaugurated 
by former Chairman Alexander 
Legge, in support of which about 
&300,000,000 of Federal funds have 
been expendcd. 

Members of Congress from 
Western states said today, after 
studying the letter in which Chair- 
man James C. Stone set forth the 
board’s reason for rejecting the 


latest surplus control plan, that it’ 


was evident the board now pins 
its hopes on acreage reduction, and 
that it belleves this will only occur 
after the wheat growers have been 
punished seycerely in the form of 
rock-bottom prices for the 1931 
crop. 

The new policy of the board evi- 
dently is to consist in telling the 
wheat farmers that they must save 
themselves by planting about one- 
third less wheat. At the same time, 
the board takes the rather hope- 
less position that the farmers can- 
not be persuaded to do this volun- 
tarily until they have suffered the 
painful consequences of raising a 
bumper crop. 

“A Confession of Failure.” 
' State Senator F. J. Wilmer of 
Washington, advanced a plan un- 
der which wheat growers would be 
induced to sign contracts binding 
themselves either to hold on their 
farms, or to turn over toan agency 
of the Farm Board, the percen- 
tage of their crops not needed for 
American consumption, and also 
to bind themseslves to reduce their 
future acreage to the extent 
deemed advisable by the board. 
The Plan had the approval of Pres- 
ident Hoover, although he had op- 
posed similar plans in the past, 

In rejecting the proposal, Stone 
Stuted that he did not believe a

FEDERAL HIGHWAY PROSRAM - 
1] WEEKS AHEAD OF 1930'S 


Projects Approved to May 1 Total 
$211,961,000; 31 States Have 
Obligated Funds. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The 
Federal aid highway construction 
program, accelerated to aid the 
jobless, is now more than 11 weeks 
ahead of the 1930 schedule. The 
total cost of projecis approved by 
the Bureau of Public Roads to May 
1 was $211,961,000, representing | 
$98,060,000 in Federal aid money, 
$68,140,000 in emergency funds ap- 
propriated by Congress and $45,- 
761,000 of State money. 

Thirty-one states have obligated: 
all or practically all of their shares 
of the $80,000,000 Congress’ set 
aside to help relieve the unemploy- 
ment situation. The balance of 
that fund remaining unobligated is 
approximately $7,000,000. 

Projects approved in April ex- 
ceeded $40,006,000, an amount 
equal to projects approved during 
the first four months of 1950. One 
of the most significant factors, the 
bureau pointed out today, is .that 
the emergency funds have so in- 
creased the scope of the program 
that projects now under way or 
ready to bé begun = exceed the 
value of projects undertaken in 
1929 which totaled approximately 
$75,000,000.

NAUTILUS 10 MAKE 
‘DIVEAT Hib SPEED 


If Severe Test Is Successful 
Wilkins Craft Will Leave 
for Provincetown. 


(Copyright. 1931.) 

NEW LONDON, Conn., May 16. 
—The submarine Nautilus, in 
which Sir Hubert Wilkins, Capt. 
Sloan. Danenhower and 18 Others 
will attempt to reach the North 
Pole, was under orders today to 
make the most severe diving test 
yet attempted. 

It is the intention of Capt. Dan- 
enhower to take the boat out to 
sea Monday or Tuesday for a run- 
ning dive in which the boat will 
submerge bow first while moving 
at high speed. Capt. Danenhower 
stated the maneuver would climax 
the series of sub-sea tests the 
Nautilus has ~ been undergoing

Unveiling in Troy, N. Y., in Honor 
of Samuel Wilson, Kindly Mcat 
Dealer of 1812.

TROY, N. Y., May 16.—A monu- 


ment was unveiled today over the 
grave of Samuel Wilson, who, Tro- 
jans: say, was the inspiration for 
the term “Uncle Sam,” sobriquet 


for the United States Government. 

A local committee, named by 

Mayor Burns to seek Federal rec- 
ognition of the claim that “Uncle 
Sam” lived here, believed it was 
a step nearer its goal. 
‘The monument was given by 
Mrs. Wilson Shelder, widow of a 
Kansas City, Mo., lawyer, and a 
granddaughter of Samuel Wilson. 
Mrs. Sheldon is 81 years old and 
lives-in Los Angeles. 

The granite monument bears an 
inscription in which the claim of 
Wilson’s descendants and the city 
of Troy is set forth briefly. 

Wilson came to Troy from New 
Hampshire in his youth. He died 
here July 31, 1854, at the age of 
88, and was buried in Oakwood 
Cemetery, overlooking the city. 

During the War of 1812, Wilson, 
then operated a slaughter house, 
became associateé with Elbert An- 
derson, a Government centractor. 
Wilson was given a sub-contract fo 
supply meat for the armies station- 
ed at Greenbush, a few miles from

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STATE SENATOR, 3 
OTHERS INDICTED 
~ IN BANK FAILURE 


James H. Felts and Officers 
of Defunct Johnston City 
(Ill.) Depository Named 
in Writs. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MARION, Ill., May 16.—State 
Senator James H. Felts, Democrat, 
of the Fiftieth District, and three 
other executives of the defunct 
Citizens’ State Bank of Johnston 
City, were indicted here this after- 
noon in connection with the failure 
of that bank in April, 1930. 

With Felts in two indictments 
were named W. H. Grant, his 
brother-in-law, and president of the 
bank, and Lorenzo p. Hobbs, 
cashier. One indictment which also 
names Frank Wente, a director, 
charges them with embezzlement by 
accepting deposits when the bank 
was allegedly insolvent and the 
other charges them with conspir- 
acy to embezzle $38,000 froin the 
bank. That indictment charges 
that the three executives met at 
the bank Jan. 11, 1930, and with- 
out making application for loans 
and without securfng the approval 
of the other directors took $358.- 
000 of the bank’s moncy. As 
security for the money they placed 
in the bank their personal notes, 
which the grand jury charges are 
worthless. 

Wente is namec with the other 
three in the indictment charging 
embezzlement. Hobbs was indictel 
alone for embezzlement by over- 
drawing his account and was 
named in still another Indictment 
charging embezzlement of $1890 
from a fund subscribed by citizens 
for relief of tornado victims. 

Indictments satd to have been 
originally returned in_ investiga- 
tions of three other ciosed banks 
in Williamson County were re- 
ported to have been reconsidered 
by the grand jurors during an 
hour's session this afternoon. 

Felts who also is editor of the 
Illinois Baptist Srate 
denied he had done 
wrong in connectivn with his bank 
dealings and asserted he would 
prove his innocence of the charge. 
He has been connected with the 
First Baptist Chwrch here as its 
treasurer for more than 25 years 
and has just completed a'term as 
'City Commissioz:er of Marion. 
Grant is a retired farmer who 
moved to Johnston City to take 
up banking, Hobbs is a former mine 
superintendent and Wente a mine 
engineer.

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Social Research Group to Tell 
Hoover of Startling Changes 
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Committee of Experts 


Notes Basic Modifica- 


tions in Religion, Investment, Education, 
Labor, Health Habits and Home Life. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, May 16.—Widespread 
changes in the American social 
structure were noted today in the 
review of President Hoover’s Re- 


search Committee on Social Trends. 
Digging into every stratum of the 
social order, the committee found 
these changes in religion, invest- 
ment, education, labor, health- 
habits and home life. 

Dr. W. F. Ogburn of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, research direc- 
tor, said that, after 17 months of 
scooping up facts, the ¢ommittee 
was able to see bottom for the 
first time. 

Education, the committee found, 
above all else, had wrought the 
greatest change in the social struc- 
ture. **Education has caused 
changes all the while in our atti- 
tudes toward science, religion, au- 
thority, individualism and co-oper- 
ation,” Ogburn said. “These _ in 
turn modify our basic social struc- 
ture.”’ 

Dr. Ogburn said the committee 
expected to present its report to 
President Hoover early in 1932. 
The magnitude of the program 
caused the fact-finding to be car- 
ried on in 28 subjects, running the 
gauntlet of mechanical inventions, 
economics, population and racial 
trends on through to social and 


Public welfare, rural and urban 
trends on through to law and gov- 
ernment. 

Discussing the changes in earn- 
ing a living, Dr. Ogburn said: “The 
investment of money had reached 
new classes. Em ployer-employe 
relationships are changing and the 
tactics and policies of organized 
wage earners are profoundly modi- 
fied. Woman are found in in- 
creasing numbers in more occupa- 
tions.” 

These “instigators of change,” 
the committee found, were inven- 
tions and scientific discoveries; the 
utilization of lands, forests, waters 
and mineral resources. 

Reaching further, the “forces of 
change have touched religion, 
bninging changes in belief, in or- 
ganization and in activities 
churches.” 

“In the end,” Dr. Ogburn said, 
“are the changes in the ways in 
which we try to deal with prob- 
lems caused by these changes.” 

Wesley C. Mitchel of Columbia 
University is chairman of the Re- 
search Committee. The members 
are: Dr. Ogburn, Charles E. Mer- 
riam, University of Chicago; Shel- 
by M. Harrison of the Russell Sage 
Foundation; Dr. Alice Hamilton of 
Harvard, and Howard W. Odum, 
director of social sciences of the 
1933 Chicago World's Fair.

“The city’s present unex- 
hausted bonding power,” the At- 
torney-General explained, “is ap- 
proximately $30,000,000. Taking 
the full value for the assessed value 
would increase that bonding power 
nearly $375,000,000, making possi- 
ble the amortization of practically-

URGES SUPERBANK TO BUY 
ALL BRITISH GOLD AND SILVER 


English Authority Has Plan to 
Avert “Economic Chaos”; Thinks 
U. S, Would Be Interested. 

By the Associated Press. 

OTTAWA, Ont., May 16.—Estab- 
Hshment of a superbank which 
would buy and control all the gold 
and silver resources of the British 


Empire—possibly also those of the 
United States—was advocated to- 
day by J. F. Darling, director of 
the British Midland Bank and 
noted British authority on  cur- 
rency. 

Under his plan, to which he be- 
lieves the United States would find 
it profitable to subscribe, Darling 
said there should be no difficulty 
in restoring silver and keeping it 
on its true comparative parity with 
gold. 

He asserted the rehabilitation of 
silver was of immediate import- 
ance, “because as I see it we are 
drifting rapidly toward economic 
chaos.” 

The superbank, binding togeth- 
er the financial structures gf the 
entire British commonwealth of 
nations, would establish the ratio 
of silver to gold at 20 to 1, which 
he said, “approximates to the ex- 
change value of the Indian rupee.” 
(The Indian rupee is 26 cents.)

The workdly and spiritual peers

Here a few things should be 
elucidated. 

Labor is %nevitable for man by 
virtue of the laws of nature. It 
strikes us that if all of humanity 
would not labor, it would perish, 
not to mention the impossibility for 


moreover, to} 


it to develop and progress. Now, 
since the world is so circumstanced 
that human society may assert 
itself therein and develop only with 
the aid of labor, it follows that a 
just society must be founded on 
the labor of all. 

As a matter of fact either 211 citi- 
zens work, each in some branch of 
socially-useful labor, or some work, 
while others do not. Now, if a’cer- 
tain A is free not to work, it is evi- 
dent that a certain B must work, 
for him. When all work, we have 
only a compulsion that arises out 
of the verity of things, out of the 
eommon, natural obligation to la- 
bor (from which may be excepted 
children, old people, the sick and 
child-bearing women). When a 
certain category of persons has the 
power of refraining from labor 
while benefiting by the fruit of 
others’ labor, it means that there 
exists a compulsory power which 
enjoins one‘part of the population 
to work for the benefit of another 
part, dictating to the part deprived 
of its heritage a certain supplemen- 
tary, and in a full measure social- 
ly compulsory, portion of labor. 


Building for Happiness. 


Such is actually the case in capi- 
talist society. If I possess accumu- 
lateq capital, which is in fact my 
social privilege, then I may com- 
pel others to work for my benefit. 

It is not so with us. Among 
us there exists the following rule: 
he who does not labor does not eat. 
All are obliged to work; which 
means that there cannot be any 
socially compulsory labor for the 
benefit of some parasite among us. 

Not only that, but our society, 
the laboring population of U. S. 5.

understand this. He knows wheth- 
er or not it is possible to permit 
freedom of labor in the sense of 
permitting any remiss link to de- 
termine for himself the advisability 
of slowing up work. 

Slavery and Capitalism. 

This is the second group of ques- 
tions. The most important. Thus 
may be represented the organiza- 
tion of our labor. I think that 
competition in the form of compar- 
ing the principles of the organiza- 
tion of labor under capitalism and 
under socialism will prove most ad- 
vantageous to us. 

In the days before Socialism 
could be realized in practice, in the 
years of the first appearance in 
the German Reichstag of the Marx- 
ist Social-Democracy, the multi- 
millionaire Stumm and the clever 
advocate of the bourgeoisie, Eugene 
Richter, tried to prove that Social- 
ism was impending slavery. But 
as a result of debates, of the light- 
ning blows of Bebel and of the 
elder Liebknecht, this. contention 
was destroyed, and in the light of 
Socialist criticism it became evi- 
dent that slavery is rather the 
foundation of capitalism. 

Now this conclusion 
more inescapable, 

As long as under capitalis:: cer- 
tain people have full liberty not to 
work, as long as in capitalist so- 
ciety those who do not labor, may 
“eat’—and by the word “eat” we 
must understand the right of prop- 
erty to a tremendous, almost limit- 
less quantity of products made by 
the labor of others—therefore, as 
we have already said, it is evident 
that burdensome, supplementary 
portions of labor must by compul- 
sion be placed upon persons de- 
prived of corresponding privileges. 


Colonial Exploitation. 


In part, this is done through di- 
rect slavery.

ber ratified the law of Rhodesia, 
according to which youths and 


girls, natives of a certain age, are 
obliged to compulsory labor serv- 
ice and may be subject to physical 
punishment for insufficient ardor? 
Not very long ago I happened to 
read, and so may some of my read- 
ers, books by such profoundly 
bourgeois writers as ‘The King of 
French Reporters,.”’ Albert Londre, 
and one of the greatest of French 
novelists, Andre Gide, books in 
which evidence of slave labor in 
French Africa is written with let- 
ters of blood. 

One need not go far to seek such 
evidence. Millions of voices of the 
tortured’ slaves of Capital will rise 
in a wail against our accusers, 

But who does not Know that even 
hired labor, white labor, is act- 
ually no less slave-like, although 
this slavery is juridically camou- 
flaged ? 

Comparisons Invited. 

Engels wrote this: “The work- 
ing class is the collective slave of 
the entire. bourgeois class. Its la- 
bor, like any merchandise, is sold 
in the market. When there is too 
much of it, it remains unsold. Un- 
sold merchandise in storage may 
be more or less durable, unsold 
human labor when it lies in storage 
is threAtened by quick spoiling, 
which is expressed by the death of 
the laborer and his family.” 

Right now, when there are 35,- 
000,000 of free unemployed ifi the 
world, including the United States, 
the richest country in the world, it 
is very difficult for capitalist wise- 
acres to prove their proposition 
about the complete freedom of the 
workman to dispose of his muscles. 

This is the third group of cir- 
cumstanees in connection with the 
forms of the organization of labor. 

I repeat that this type of com- 
petition is to our advantage. 

The head of our Government, 
Comrade Molotov, has flung a 
proud challenge to the bourgeois 
world: let us send purely workers’ 
commissions, ours to you, and 
yours to us. Come on, let them 
compare! In our country they 
will find much poverty yet, much 
deprivation, but they also will ‘ind 
colossal creative labor which ad- 
vanees the well-being of the toil- 
ing masses according to a plan, ax- 
cording to schedule; whereas, in 
your countries our workers w'!! 
find a hopeless trisis, aimlessness 
and doubts, which are beginning to 
disturb even the most optimistic 


of bourgeois theoreticians. 


Temporary Government as-

Trotzky on the Future of America 


Roosevelt's fruitless fight on trusts and Hoover's acceptance of them show rise of eco- 
nomic power and loss of political rights in U. S., says exiled Russian leader; predicts 
“great outburst of Yankee truculence” against Europe; views arms limitation pact 
as vain gesture; thinks Amerita’s industrial advantage will dominate the world.

life during the last quarter céntury has 

been the unprecedented growth of eco- 
nomic power and the equally unprecedented 
weakening of the political mechanism in 
the face of that power. Two episodes—one 
from the past, the other from the present— 
will illustrate what I mean. 

Perhaps the most important, certainly the 
most vigorous activity of 
ranks as the most noteworthy of _ recent 
Presidents, was his struggle against the 
trusts. What remains of that activity to- 
day? Vague memories among the older 
generation. The struggles of Roosevelt and 
the enactment of restrictive legislation were 
followed by the present formidable expan- 
sion of the trusts. 

Now consider President Hoover. To him 
the trusts form almost as natural a part of 
the social system as material production it- 
self. Hoover, who is credited the possession 
of an engineering mind, believed that the 
powerful trusts, on the one hand, and the 
standardization of production on the other, 
would be instruments capable of assuring 
uninterrupted economic development. 

His spirit of engineering optimism per- 
vaded, as is well known, the Hoover com- 
mission's investigation of recent economic 
changes in the United States. The report of 
this commission, which was signed by 17 
apparentiy competent American economists, 
including Hoover himself, appeared in 1929. 
But a few months before the greatest crisis 
in American history, it painted a picture of 
untroubled economic progress. 

Roosevelt sought to dominate the trusts: 
Hoover sought to dominate the crisis by giv- 
ing rein to the trusts, which he considered 
the highest expression of American individ- 
ualism. The significance of these two fail- 
ures differs, but both the engineering pru- 
dence of Hoover and the obstreperous im- 
pulsiveness of Roosevelt reveal a helpless 
empiricism in the problems of social life. 

- * 

The approach of an acute crisis was for 
long easily perceptible. The Hoover com- 
mission might have found weighty economic 
advice in the Russian press had it not been 
so laden with self-sufficiency. I myself 
wrote in the summer of 1928: “We cannot 
help but believe that a crisis will follow the 
present world swing of American capitalism, 
and that this crisis may be both deep and 
acute. But to assume that this approaching 
crisis will result in a weakening of the 
North American hegemony would be alto- 
gether foolish and could lead only to the 
grossest errors in political strategy. Exactly 
the opposite will occur; in a time of crisis 
the hegemony of the United States will 
prove more complete, more brutal, more 
merciless than in a time of upward swing. 
The United States will conquer her difficul- 
ties at the expense of Europe.” 

It must be admitted that only that part of 
this forecast has been fulfilled which deals 
with the imminence of a crisis, and not that 
part which prophesies an aggressive eco- 
nomic policy toward Europe on the part of 
the United States. In regard to this I can 
only say that the trans-Atlantic empire is 
reacting more siowly fhan I anticipated. 

Certainly it cannot he disputed that the 
Americans have no experience or training in 
Weltpolitik; they have grown too quickly, 


Tie most striking feature of American 


Roosevelt, who.

Now the material basis of the United 
States is on a scale heretofore unknown. 
The potential preponderance of the United 
States in the world market is far greater 
than was the actual preponderance of Great 
Britain in the most flourishing days of her 
world hegemony—let us say the third quar- 
ter of the nineteenth century. This poten- 
tial strength must inevitably transfer itself 
into kinetic form, and the world will one 
day witness a great outburst of Yankee truc- 
ulence in every sector of our planet. The 
historian of the future will inscribe in his 
books: “The famous crisis of 1930-193-? 
was a turning point in the whole history of 
the United States in that it evoked such a 
re-orientation of spiritual and political aims 
that the old Monroe Doctrine, ‘America for 
the Americans,’ came to be superseded by a 
new doctrine, ‘The Whole World for the 
Americans.’ ”’ 

The blustering militarism of the German 
Hohenzollerns, which rose with the yeast 
of the rapid development of capitalism, 
will appear as child’s play before that ac- 
companying the growing capitalist activity 
of the United States. Of Wilson's 14 points, 
which even at the moment of their formu- 
lation possessed no real content, there will 
remain still less, if that be possible, than 
remains of Roosevelt's fight against trusts. 

The so-called “limitation of armaments” 
stands in no sort of contradiction to the 
forecasts outlined above, certainly not in 
contradiction to the direct interests of Amer- 
ica. It is entirely obvious that a reduction 
of armaments prior to a conflict between 
two nations benefits the stronger far more 
than the weaker. The last war showed that 
hostilities between industrial nations last 
not months but years, and that war is waged 
not so much with weapons prepared before- 
hand as with those forged during the com- 
bat. The preponderance of ‘“‘trustified” in- 
dustry in the United States is capable. when 
deflected to war production, of endowing 
that country during a war with such a pre- 
eminence as we can today scarcely imagine. 

. . - ‘ 

From this standpoint, parity of navies is 
in fact no parity. It is a predominance as- 
sured beforehand to the one backed by the 
Stronger industry. Quite apart from all pos- 
sible doctrines, political programs, sympa- 
thies and antipathies, I believe that the 
naked facts and cold logic keep us from 
considering accords over parity of fleets or 
any agreements of a like kind as guarantees 
of peace, or indeed, as even any lessening 
of war danger. If a pair of duelists or their 
seconds agree beforehand on the caliber of 
the revolvers, it in no way prevents one of 
them from being killed. 

Facts and processes tell us that the next 
epoch will develop beneath the shadow of 
powerful capitalist aggression on the part of 
the United States. In the third quarter (sic) 
of the fifteenth century Europe discovered 

America; in the second quarter of the twen- 
tieth century America will discover the 
world. Her policy will be that of the open 
door, which, as is well known, opens not in- 
ward but only outward in America.

ST. LOUIS APRIL BUILDING 
CONTRACTS TOTAL $3,113,600 


County Shows Increase Over March With 
Awards of $2,147,400—Classification of 
Construction Work. 


Although total contracts award-, 
ed for construction in St. Louis 
during April fell below the previous 
month, there was a notable gain in 
public works and utilities building, 
while St. Louis County, outside the 
city, advanced its April awards 
over those of March, according to 
the F. W. Dodge Corporation. 

The St. Louis city total for April 
was $3,113,609, divided as follows: 
Residential, $1,092,800; non-resi- 
dential, $910,000; public works and 
utilities, $1,110,800. March awards 
totaled $4,039,300, comprising: 
Residential, $1,784,000; non-resi- 
dential, $1,921,500;. public works 
and utilities, $333,800. In April, 
19390, St. Louis building amounted 
to $4,432,900, of which $1,550,500 
was residential, $2,487,500 non-res- 
idential and $394,900 public works 
and utilities. 

St. Louis County gained in all 
classifications. The April total was 
$2,147,400, of which $1,146,500 was 
residential, $262,100 non-residential 
and $738,000 public works and util- 
ities. The March figures were: 
Residential, $1,013,000; non-resi- 
dential, $226,000; public works and 
utilities, $36,900, totaling $1,275,- 
900. In April a year ago the total 
for St. Louis County was $2,497,000, 
of which $1,559,500 was residential 
building.

REALTY MEN TOL 
OF MUNCIPAL COST 


Hear Address by C. W. Atkins 
as Campaign Opéns for Mem- 
bers of Property Owners’ 
Divison. 


At a meeting of the active mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange, Bernard F. Dickmann, 
president, opened the campaign for 


members of the Property Owners’ 
division of the exchange. 

C. W. Atkins, director of the Bu- 
reau of Municipal Research, ad- 
dressed the gathering on the in- 
creasing cost in municipal govern- 
ment, presenting charts portraying 
the percentage increase of expendi- 
tures by departments and divisions 
of the city since the present char- 
ter was adopted in 1914-15. Some 
of the increases in the various de- 
partments are as follows: Mayor's 
office, 170 per cent; City Plan Com- 
mission, 365 per cent; Compfrol- 
ler, 35 per cent; Assessor, 170 per 
cent; Supply Commissioner, 110 per 
cent; election and registration, 115 
per cent; Circuit Court, 100 per 
cent; Jury Commissioners, 390 per 
cent; Department of Public Utili- 
ties, 125 per cent; Department of 
Streets and Sewers, 30 per cent: 
Department of Public Safety, 135 
per cent; Department of Public 
Welfare, 165 per cent; charities, 
including Bellefontaine Farm and 
Firemen’s Pension Fund, 180 per 
cent. 

Current expenditures for the city 
government during the fiscal year 
just ended exceeded those for the 
preceding years by $2,000,000, while 
the appropriations for the present 
year 1931-1932 show a further in- 
crease Of more than $1,500,000. 

The total tax rate for city, school 
and State was $1.90 on the $100 
assessed valuation in 1902, 
since that time has steadily _in- 
creased to $2.72. The city rate for 
current appropriations is limited by 
the Constitution to $1.35, to which 
must be added a rate sufficient to 
pay the interest and fun require- 
ments on the bonded indebtedness. 
The maximum rate permitted un- 
der the Consitution of $1.35 has 
been levied ever since 1925 and the 
rate for debt purposes amounted to 
o7 cents in 1930. 

A rate of 85c for schooypurposcs 
has been authorized by the voters 
of the city since 1921. 

The assessed valuation of prop- 
erty for taxation has increased 
from $230,000,000 in 1890 to $1,- 
~87,000,000 in 1930. The total re- 
ceipts Over general property taxes 
have increased from $5,000,600 in 
1890 to $35,000,000 in 1930. 
Property taxes have almost doubled 
in the last 10 years. The total 
tax rates for local government pur- 
poses have increased 495 per cent 
in the last 40 years. Expenditures 
for city government have increased 
from $6,000,000 in 1890 to $32,- 
000,000 in 1930. In 1920 these ex- 
penditures amounted te less than 
$20,000,000. Expenditures for 
schools increased from slightly 
more and $1,000,000 in 1890 to more 
than $13,000,000 in 193) and repre- 
sents an increase of more then 10¢ 
per cent over the expenditures of 
$6,000,000,000 in 1920, 

In 1890 per capita expenditures 
for city government amounted to 
a little more than $14; in 1926, 
$25 and in 1930 to more than $38. 
School expenditures in 189” 
amounted to $2.50 per capita and 
have been rapidly increased to 
more than $16 per capita in 1930.

NEW YORK. 
UESTION: When 
is a Rembrandt not 
a Rembrandt? 
Answer: When 
it is examined un- 
der the microscope. 
At least that is 
the conclusion that 
must be drawn 
from Dr. Maximil- 
ian Toch’s recent speech before the 
New York Microscopical Society, in 
which he stated that only one of the 
30 paintings in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum attributed to Rembrandt is real- 
ly the work of the great Dutch mas- 
ter. And heisn’t even sure about that 
one. 

Dr. Toch is Professor of Chemistry 
of Artistic Paintings at the National 
Academy of Design. He's a vice presi- 
dent of Toch Brothers, large-scale 
paint and varnish manufacturers. He 
holds several university degrees in 
chemistry and has written three books 
on the chemistry of paint, the most re- 
cent of which, “Paints, Painting and 
Restoration,’ is now on the press: He 
is an amateur painter. a skilled scien- 
tific photographer and an expert mi- 
croscopist. These interests combine to 
make him a competent. scientific 
authority on painting, and he is prob- 
ably the foremost American exponent 
uf the newly developed technique of 
microphotography of paintings, which 
is the science of studying paintings by 
means of photographs made through 
a microscopic lens. His speech before 
the Microscopical Society wasn’t pri- 
marily directed against the authentic- 
ity of the Metropolitan’s Rembrandts, 
but was used rather as an illustration 
of the value of microscopic photogra- 
phy in determining authenticity. 


HE statement Dr. Toch actually 
made was that in his opinion, if 
microphotographic examination 
was made of the Metropolitan’s Rem- 
brandts, the only one that would prob- 
ably be revealed to be genuine is ‘‘Por- 
trait of Herman Doormer—The Gild- 
er,’ in the recently acquired Havemey- 
er collection. Since Dr. Toch has never 
been, permitted, and probably 
will be, to make such tests, his state- 
ment about the paintings at the Met- 
ropolitan might at first be regarded as 
unwarranted. are, 
many facts which tend to indicate that 
Dr. Toch’s statement probably contains 
more soundness than sound. For one 
thing, he has examined the Rem- 
brandts at the museum very carefully 
and has found practically no evidence 
there of the brush stroke characteristic 
of genuine Rembrandts.

‘In saying that 
all but one of 
t he paintings: 
owned by the 
Metropolitan Mu- 
seum attributed 
t o Rembrandt 
were not his 
work, I did not 
intend to detract 
from their es- 
thetic qualities,” 
says Dr. Toch. 
“Tt don’t con- 
demn them as 
pictures. Alli but 
a few of them I 
think are beauti- 
ful. They are 
fine works of art 
and worthy of a 
place in any gal- 
lery. But I am 
convinced that 
they are not by 
Rembrandt.” 

The best way 
to determine the 
genuineness of a 
Rembrandt, says 
he, is by the 
brush stroke. 

“A ecoertsaie 
number of his 
paintings are 
definitely known 
to be by him. We 
have unquestion- 
able historical 
records of his 
having painted 
them. Among 
such paintings 
are ‘The Night 
Watch,’ both 
versions of ‘The 
Anatomy Lesson’ 
and the ‘Portrait of Jan Six.’ These 
paintings reveal the genuine and pe- 
Rembrandt brush stroke, a 
diagonal and up-and-down sort of 
criss-cross stroke. Several of his pu- 
pils, notably Nicolaes Maes, were oc- 
casionally able to 
approximate it 
but it remains 
the unique hall- 
mark of the mas- 
ter. That pecu- 
liar brush stroke 
was partly due to 
his handling of 
the brush and 
partly to his own 
method of mix- 
ing his paints, 
which gave them 
a certain con- 
sistency, both of 
which have re- 
sulted in the pe- 
cullar Rem - 
brandt ‘impasto.’ 
Thus, if there is 
any doubt about 
the authenticity 
of a Rembrandt, 
all we have to do 
is compare the 
photograph of it 
with a photo- 
graph of a smal! 
section of a gen- 
uine painting, 
and the likeness 
of the brush 
strokes tells the 
story. An ordi-

nary enlarged pho- 
tograph will not 
do, because that 
simply spreads 
thinner what is on 
the photographic 
plate. We must 
make a micropho- 
tograph, which 
magnifies the sur- 
face before it is 
registered on the 
plate. That also ex- 
cludes considera- 
tions of color and 
allows concentra- 
tion on the stroke. 
With a man whose 
brush stroke is as 
individual and em- 
phatic as Rem- 
brandt’s that is an 
infallible method. 
[ have not been permitted to make 
such photographs of the Rembrandts 
in the Metropolitan Museum, but I 
have studied their brush _ strokes 
by means of a magnifying glass. 
The only one of the group that 
seems to have the genuine strokes 
is ‘The Gilder,’ and the only part of 
that one that has the characteristic 
brush stroke is the collar. That in- 
clines me to the belief that the picture 
was probably painted by one of his 
pupils in Rembrandt’s workshop, and 
that the master probably touched up 
or repainted the collar before letting 
it go out of his shop.” 

Dr. Toch readily admits that his re- 
searches have tended merely to con-

him. Of the 700 to 
1000 paintings 
ascribed to Rem- 
brandt, Van Dyke

Not one of the

T he pictures 
were given to the 
museum by per- 
sons who  be- 
lieved they were 
buying Rem- 
brandts. To les- 
sen the value of 
these gifts by 
writing them 
down as the 
work of Rem- 
brandt pupils 
might mean los- 
ing future dona- 
tions. And the 
paintings are ex- 
cellent, even 
though Rem - 
brandt didn’t 
paint them. But, 
as Professor Van 
Dyke had the 
courage to say, 
the art public 
should not be 
misled by con- 
siderations that 
close the mouths 
of gallery direc- 
tors. It’s not fair 
to Rembrandt to 
hold him re- 
sponsible for the 
products, good,

As Toch and 
Van Dyke both 
point out, there 
are many good 
reasons for cred- 
iting Rembrandt 
with the work of 
his pupils.

During these years Doss built up a 
reputation. Stories of his fearlessness 
traveled far and wide. When peace 
officers in other parts of the country 
wanted to arrest a particularly danger. 
ous criminal they often called on Doss. 
“Send for Sam Doss” because a popu- 
lar phrase when there was a tough job 
to be done. 

And Doss, it is said, always came. 
He never killed a man in attempting 
an arrest, but he came near killing 
several of them. He had a way of walk- 
ing boldly up to a bad man and slap- 
ping him on the jaw with the side of 
his revolver. The only man he ever 
killed, so far as is known, was a dis- 
turber who tried to attack him with a 
knife at a Fourth of July picnic. He 
was arrested and tried for this, but 
was acquitted on a plea of self-defense. 


N 1922 Doss was elected consta- 
] of Randolph Township on the 

Democratic ticket by a large 
majority. In 1924 he ran for Sheriff, 
but was overwhelmingly defeated. 
It was said that the Ku Klux 
Klan opposed him, and Doss be- 
came a bitter foe of the Klan. He 
would stop on the street to denounce 
the organization to anybody who 
would listen. There was another fac- 
tor contributing to his defeat, too. 
Photographs of him in convict garb 
were widely circulated throughout the 
county during his campaign. He swore 
he would get the man responsible for 
this, and it was rumored that he had 
narrowed the list of suspects to four 
men when he was killed. 

After his defeat in the race for 
Sheriff he went on with his job as 
payroll guard and in the primary a 
month before his death he was nomi. 
nated for constable. During and after 
this campaign he was more active than 
he had ever been before in making 
things disagreeable for bootleggers and 
moonshiners. The liquor peddling ele-

Boesel, at this time, made no secret 
of the fact that he was king of the 
lead belt bootleggers. It was generally 
known that he controlled the distribu- 
tion and sale of virtually all the illicit 
liquor in the county. Rival whisky 
runners were robbed of their cargoes 
and the liquid loot was then sold to 
Boesel's bootleggers. It was said a 
bootlegger wasn't allowed to operate 
unless he bought his liquor from Boe- 
sel. Boesel_was the whole prohibition 
law—until Sam Doss took a hand. 
When the county officers seemed indif- 
ferent, Doss brought down a squad of 
Federal dry agents from St. Louis and 
led raids on a scale never before heard 
of in the district. From the bootleg- 
ving raids came mutterings and vague 
threats that something was going to 
happen to old Sam Doss if he didn’t 
quit meddling. Then, suddenly, Sam 
Doss was murdered.

His raiding 
activities had won him many enemies. 
From such a field it seemed difficult 
to pick out the most probabje culprit. 
But suspicion soon began to center 
heavily upon Deputy Sheriff Walker 
and “Bright Eyes’’ Boesel. One man 
said he had heard the two talking 
about the liquor raids and had heard 
one of them—he didn’t remember 


which—-say that ‘‘somebody ought to 
take a gun and kill Doss.’’ Mrs. Doss 
said that she and her husband had 
been away from home on the day of 
the murder and, returning through 
Flat River, had seen Walker eyeing 
them closely as they passed along the 
street. Others told of hearing threats 
and insinuations, too. Nothing very 
definite, but enough to strengthen sus- 
picion already held. 

The result of it all was that Walker 
and Boesel were under arrest within 
a week after the murder, and Walker 
was discharged from his job as a dep- 
uty. A preliminary hearing was held 
before a Justice of the Peace and con- 
siderable evidence was produced, but 
it was deemed insufficient to hold 
them for trial. The theory held by 
the prosecuting authorities at the time 
was that Boesel or Walker had actu- 
ally done the shooting, and this theory 
fell down in the face of their iron- 
clad alibis. Both had been seen on the 
streets of Flat River, two miles from 
Desloge. during the evening, and one 
citizen recalled that he had been in 
conversation with them at 10 o'clock, 
the time the shooting took place. So 
despite a widespread conviction that 
Boesel and Walker were responsible 
for Sam Doss’ death, the men were re- 
leased. Protests and indignation meet- 
ings held by the residents of Desloge 
and Flat River availed nothing. Boesel 
and Walker went free and nobody else 
was even arrested. Offers of assistance 
from the St. Louis Police Department 
were refused by Sheriff Watts. 


HE Doss case went down in the 
books as an unsolved murder, 
and this was its status when Roy 
Presnell became Sheriff in 1929. Pres- 
nell, a Democrat, had made the race 
for Sheriff in the regular campaign of 
1928, but had been defeated by Lon- 
don. Upon London's death a year lat- 
er, however, he ran again and was 
elected by a substantial majority. One 


of his campaign promises was that he 


would do all in his power to clear up 
the Doss murder, and within a week 
after his election he was at work on 
the case. 

In the long investigation that fol- 
lowed he worked shoulder to shoulder 
with this county’s young Prosecuting 
Attorney, Harry O. Smith, and Charles 
M. Hay, St. Louis attorney, retained 
by Mrs. Doss. The alliance was 80 close 
and their efforts so unified that it ts 
impossible to say now who did the 
most toward solving the crime and 
building up the case. Sheriff Presnell 
modestly asserts that the other men 
ought to get most of the credit, and

they say he ought to have 
it. But in any event, the 
co-operation of Roy Pres- 
nell, a Democrat, and 
Harry Smith, a Republic. 
an, was gratifying to the 
voters of both parties. 
Everybody seemed to regard it as evi- 
dence that here were two public offt- 
clals more concerned with serving the 
community than with party prestige. 
The first move of Presnell and 
Smith was to bring in for questioning 
as many persons as possible who had 
known Doss and who knew Boese! and 
Walker and the circumstances of their 
feud with the Desloge payroll guard. 
This produced abundant evidence as to 
a motive for the killing. Then there 
came an unexpected development. 
Melvin Williams, a former bad man of 
the lead belt, died following an opera- 
tion. The officers learned that before 
his death he had “got religion” and 
had summoned his brother, Alfred, to 
his bedside. He had told Alfred some- 
thing about being involved in the Doss 
murder and not wanting to die with 
this ‘‘terrible thing’’ on his conscience. 
The officers promptly questioned Al- 
fred and got the whole story. 


ELVIN and his brother Charles 
AY been hired to kill Sam Doss, 
4 according to Melvin’s deathbed 
confession to Alfred. Boesel and Walk-~ 
er had paid them $500 to go to the 
Doss home and do the shooting while 
they (Boesel and Walker) were walk- 
ing about on the streets of Flat River 
and establishing an alibi for use in case 
they should be suspected. Alfred said 
Melvin had urged him to get in touch 
with Charles and have him confess, too 
Charles, it happened was in the Okla- 
homa Penitentiary at McAlester, serv- 
ing a 25-year term for bank robbery. 

With this information in hand, Pres- 
nell and Smith then took a trip to Mc- 
Alester to see Charles and Charles 
told virtually the same story. He said 
he and Melvin drove to the Doss home, 
where Melvin got out with a shotgun 
and performed his grisly mission while 
Charles drove around the block and 
waited for him. Charles agreed to 
tell his story on the stand. 

The arrest of Boesel and Walker fol- 
lowed soon afterward. Having heard 
rumors of the investigation, both had 
left the county, but the relentless 
Sheriff and Prosecutor were not to be 
shaken off. Boesel was found living 
in a backwoods cabin near Centerville 
and Walker was trailed, with the help 
of St. Louis postal authorities, to Lar- 
amie, Wyoming, where he was found 
working as a brakeman on a Union 
Pacific branch line. Both were brought 
back here and Charles Williams was 
brought from the Oklahoma Peniten- 
tiary to testify against them. The jury 
was out two hours and brought in its 
verdict calling for 35 years’ imprison- 
ment. As Boesel is 49 years old and 
Walker 43, this is regarded hereabouts 
as being “just as good as a life sen- 
tence.” Anyway, old Sam Doss is 
avenged. People who knew him say 
now he will reset easier in his grave

But although tur- 
reted outer walls, medieval in design, 
may give it the appearance of a fort- 
resea heavily garrisoned. heavily guard- 
ed, from which escape 
impossibility, these are 
elements of its security.

HERE will be no rioting at Lew-

“The planners have not assumed 
that every inmate is to be a wild beast 
who must be placed in a cage 
and removed entirely from any contact 
with his fellows, air and direct sun- 
light,’’ reports the Bureau of Prisons 
of the Department of Justice. ‘‘They 
have concluded rather that there are 
different kinds of prisoners, just as 
there are varying types of individuals.”

“Borderline feeble-minded and sim-

And this will be accomplished through 
training, schooling and proper disci- 
pline while the prisoner will be given 
every incentive to improve. 


OT only will the prisoner at 
AQ cowisbure be given a chance to 

shorten his sentence by good be- 
havior, but he will be given an oppor- 
tunity to lessen the restrictions placed 
upon him and to move into better and 
less confining quarters with each step 
in his progress. He will be graduated 
through various kinds of environment 
until he is at last sent again into 
the community. 

“The prison is unable to discharge 
its full duty in protecting the public 
from who temporarily come 
under its influence unless it ean turn 
the men out of prison than 
when received,” states Sanford Bates, 
Director of the United States Bureau 
of Prisons, under whose supervision 
the new Federal penitentiary will be 
maintained. “‘The main object of all 
our work is to secure if possible some 
improvement in the character of our 
inmates. It has been deemed neces- 
sary to adopt immediately some pro- 
gram for individualized treatment. We 
cannot reform men in the mass. Some- 
thing must be known about their in- 
dividual problems and some intelli- 
gence must be brought to bear upon

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their solution before the real work of 
the prison can be accomplished.’’ 

Study and analysis of the individual 
prisoner at Lewisburg will be conduct- 
ed by a staff of trained workers, whose 
function will be, first of all, to obtain 
the necessary information about each 
prisoner on which individualized treat- 
ment can be based. This will include 
information on his previous criminal 
record, his family history, his en- 
vironmental background, his educa- 
tional and occupational record, his 
plans for the future, and so forth. A 
complete case history of the individual 
will be secured by reference to the rec- 
ords of court and probation officers, 
the criminal records supplied by other 
governmental officers and collected by 
the record clerk, mail inquiries direct- 
ed to the community from which the 
prisoner former employers 
and who are familiar with his 
past, and careful the 
prisoner himself. 

When the prisoner is brought to 
Lewisburg he will be housed in a re- 
ceiving building. This building will 
contain quarantine cells, in which the 
newcomer will be placed for a period 
of two weeks or more, or until such 
time as his observation and examina- 
tions will have been completed. 

It is in this building that the most 
important and _ far-reaching work 
under the new system will be conduct- 
ed. The Federal authorities believe 
that the least they can do toward see- 
ing that the prisoner is discharged in 
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Illinois State Penitentiary at Stateville. 
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a better condition than when he was 
received is to remove his physical 
handicaps and upbuild his physique so 
that he can earn an honest living if 
he wishes. They also want to have fa- 
cilities which will enable them to an- 
swer conclusively statements frequent- 
ly made that all criminals are mental 
defectives. 

In the receiving building the most 
modern facilities for the diagnosis of 
mental and physical ailments will be 
provided, and the prisoner will be 
studied, analyzed and classified ac- 
cording to his record, his criminal 
tendencies, the character of his mind 
and his physical condition.

How One Man Kept a B 


Rangers Brought Law and Orde;

KILGORE, Texas. 

BOUT the first of the 

year Kilgore found an 

oil field at its front 

door and immediately 

began growing into one 

of those wicked Texas 

oil towns one reads 

. about. It made rapid 

progress, both in growing and in grow- 
ing bad, 

Strangers streamed in by thousands 
the typical motley horde tHat is at- 
tracted by such a strike: gamblers, 
confidence men; bootleggers, dope sell- 
ers, robbers, panders and 
prostitutes, as well as the 
oil field workers and 
others who expected to 
get their hands on some 
of the quick money by le- 
gitimate means. In eight 
weeks the dusty, sleepy 
little village of 900 pop- 
ulation had become a 
raw. sprawling, brawling 
city of 25,000. It was dis- 
figured with flimsy, has- 
tily constructed  build- 
ings. There were 14 ho- 
tels instead of one. There 
were 21 gasoline filling stations, 15 
barber shops, nine furniture stores. 
The Baptist church had been taken 
over as a sleeping place by bedless 
newcomers. 

The smell of petroleum was heavy in 
the air, the days were filled with 
noise and confusion, the nights with 
rowdy and reprehensible recreation. 
Kilgore seemed in a fair way to make 
a not undistinguished name for itself, 
even among Texas oil boom towns, for 
picturesque indecorum. 

But among the thousands that 
crowded into the village last January 
was an inconspicuous young fellow 
who was destined to alter the course 
of Kilgore’s civic progress. Wearing 
an old cap and grease-stained overalls, 
he appeared to be an ordinary oil field 
laborer, one of the ‘‘roughnecks’”’ who 
follow the derricks from place to place, 
working hard, making good money 
and spending it pretty freely. As such 
he mingled with the crowd and learned 
a good deal about the shady charac- 
ters among the town’s new citizens. 

In a few weeks he figured he had 
learned enough. Then, armed with his 
knowledge and a brace of beautiful 
pistols, he began a job of town tam- 
ing. And the town learned that the 
inconspicuous oil field worker was 
Manuel Gonzales of the Texas Rangers. 

In his first offensive Gonzales 
rounded up 500 persons whom he con- 
sidered undesirable units of the com-

munity and clapped them in jail. The 
jail in this case was the Baptist 
church, from which the officer ousted 
the squatters. To keep his prisoners 
secure he instituted a system which 
has come to be known as the “trout 
line."” He fastened a heavy chain to 
the floor, following the line of the 
walls. and to this connected many 
shorter and lighter chains. These he 
padlocked to the ankles of the pris- 
oners—with a few exceptions. The 
exceptions applied to such captives as 
were inclined to be tough: he put the 
chains around their necks. 

Some of this first batch of prison- 
ers were held for trial. Others were 
allowed to leave town and assured they 
never would be missed. 

Gonzales continued to make life 
miserable for what he calls ‘‘the ele- 
ment,” that is, persons inimical to law 
and order. But the number of arrests 
decreased, and he abandoned the 
church as a jail and set up his cala- 
boose in a deserted feed store. He 
continued to use the trout line system, 
however, employing two chains, one 
for men and one for women. After 
several weeks of vigilant policing, he 
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what few there are, are amply protect- 
ed. A lion with its paws and face full 
of quills is indwed in trouble. Sores de- 
velop. Festers grow and poison the 
blood. The pain is great. Hunting be- 
comes impossible and finally the great 
killer lies down and is in his turn 
killed by the cowardly hyenas, the 
jackals and other lesser beasts of prey. 

Crocodiles are found everywhere in 
Africa Each river, each pan, lake 
or lagoon is full of these scaly, ever 
hungry monsters. At night they will 
leave the water and travel overiand 
froin one bit of water to another. I 
am inclined to think that they also 
leave the water to hunt, although how 
they succeed in capturing a land ani- 
mal is difficult to understand. On land 
a croc is a clumsy creature. It can 
move in lightning leaps for a short dis- 
tance, but its ordinary mode of travel 
is a swaying waddle, with its heavy 
tail dragging on the ground. I have 
had traps set back a half-mile from 
the river robbed by crocodiles. These 
very evidently left the water and fol- 
lowed up the scent of tainted meat un- 
til they discovered the bait. Once or 
twice I have shot crocodiles which had 
the twisted bark ropes of native snares 
in their stomachs. These snares are 
only set on land, so these particular 
beasts must have left their usual eie- 
ment to catch their meal. 

Many people have asked me what 
happens when a lion and a leopard or 
a rhinoceros and an elephant meet. 
The answer seems to be that they sel- 
dom if ever do meet. The senses of 
smell and hearing are wonderfully 
keen in all wild animals. Neither one 
of these four animals could approach 
one of the others without them being 
notified, unless they approached 
against the wind. In such an event 
the oncoming animals would probably 
veer away. Rhinos give ground to ele- 
phants and leopards back away from 
lions. There is no occasion for the 
big animals to meet and fight. 

There seems to be one exception to 
this general rule. Liona and croco- 
diles fight every once in a while, ac- 
cording to the tales of natives. I once 
found the body of a crocodile a quar- 
ter of a mile from water which was 


terribly torn and mangled. A lion or 
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lions might have done such damage as 
I saw. But only such a comparatively 
slow witted and persistent a creature 
as a crocodile would land in this kind 
of a predicament. It is easy to imag- 
ine the circumstances. The night 
breeze blows from the veld, bringing 
the smell of meat. A crocodile crawls 
onto the bank and waddles overland. 
The reek of lion which is mixed with 
the smell of meat bothers it not at 
all. On it goes, a sinister, frightful 
monster, swaying and creeping over 
the grass and leaves. The lions un- 
doubtedly hear it coming. They pre- 
pare to defend their kills. Growls 
sound from the spot where they are 
feeding. But the crocodile waddles on. 

A battle between lions and a croco- 
dile must be one of the most ferocious 
sights which could be seen upon the 
veld, for crocs move fast. Their tails 
are capable of dealing a blow that 
would break any lion’s back. And 
their jaws are armed with from 8&0 to 
100 teeth, an inch to two inches long. 


SINGLE lion would have no 
A canes against a crocodile. Three 

or four lions, however, would 
probably kill even a large crocodile. 
But they would not escape unmarked, 
if indeed one or more of them were 
not crippled mortally. 

It is quite a common experience to 
read of or listen to talk of the hor- 
rible savage life of wild animals and of 
their constant terror. To humans the 
killing of one animal by another in 
mortal face to face combat is brutal! 
and grewsome. Yet I do not think wild 
animals live in constant terror. They 
are always keenly alert, but not nec- 
essarily afraid. They are not always 
imagining what deaths await them. 
When death comes it is usually swift. 
The moment of terror is brief. 

It is a sad but true fact that the 
greatest suffering wild animals are 
subjected to is inflicted upon them by 
men. Of all the killers, we are the 
most cruel and most rapacious. There 
is no limit to the things men will do. 
We shoot and cripple animals and 
leave them to wander off and suffer 
from terrible wounds. We pitfall them 
and allow them to struggle for hours, 
or trap them by the leg or neck. Men 
chase with dogs, they use fire to drive 
same, put up nets, dropping spears, 
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still usually had as many as 20 cap- 
tives per chain. 

Oil began to spout first on Decem- 
ber 28. when Mayor Malcom E. Crim 
of Kilgore struck oil on his site. In 
February Kilgore was incorporated, 
and Gonzales now has a small force of 
assistants. But Gonzales’, territory is 
not limited to the town. He is charged 
with the duty of keeping order in the 
entire oil field, an area of 120 square 
miles. He patrols his district on horse- 
back. And works 18 hours a day. 

The Ranger who has stunted the 
growth of wildness in this Texas com- 
munity is a man of 30 or so, son of a 
Spaniard and a Texan. He has dark 
eyes and hair, an olive com- 
plexion and a draw! in his speech. 
He is something of a dandy; his whip- 
cord breeches and coat are usually im- 
maculate, his silver belt buckle is in- 
tricately carved, he wears a large dia- 
mond on his little finger and a Shrin- 
er’s pin, set with diamonds, in his lapel. 


His revolvers, the gift of a 
ranchman, have carved bone 
handles inlaid with gold and 
studded with precious stones; 
they are valued at $800. 

What he can do with those 
revolvers is worth seeing: 
shoot the heads off matches, 
perforate 50-cent pieces, keep 
a snuff-box spinning in the air. 
Gonzales, the Ranger, says: ‘Any of 
us can do that.’’ And a good many 
people will tell you he is the fastest 
man on the draw in Texas. Gonzales 
is non-commital on that point; he 
merely grins and draws: ‘Wa-al, I’m 
alive.’’ 

The Ranger is a veteran at the work 
of policing oil fields. He has been at 
it 12 years. Sort of specialized in it, 
he says. He has seen service in every 
field in the State. But the Kilgore 
assignment is the first one of which 
he has been in charge. When one 
considers Gonzales one is inevitably 
reminded of that classic anecdote 
which, true or not, illustrates the spir- 
it that has made the Texas Rangers 
famous. According to the story, a 
riot broke out in a small town, and the 
Mayor telegraphed the Governor to 
send the Rangers to quell the disturb- 
ance. The Mayor, haggard with worry, 
met the train on which help was to 
arrive. As he was anxiously watching

For nearly a cen- 
tury the Texas Rang- 
ers have been rid- 
ing hard on lawless- 
ness in Texas. Or- 
ganized before Texan 
independence,’ their 
early efforts were 
directed chiefly to 
fighting Indians 
and marauding 
who harassed settiers 
the Rio Grande. Later 
they were much occupied with 
guarding the border against Cat- 
tle raiders and curbing the despera- 
does of various kinds who infested the 
State for many years. The law under 
which they now operate as peace offi- 
cers with state-wide jurisdiction, was 
passed in 1901 and amended in 1919. 
Six years resentment against the 
Rangers’ activities in prohibition en- 
forcement caused a suit which resulted 
in the law’s being declared unconsti- 
tutional; the force became inactive un- 
til the law was upheld on appeal. Al- 
most always the Rangers have com- 
batted heavy odds, but so great is the 
prestige of the organization that one 
Ranger has often been able to domi- 
nate a crowd. The Rangers were the 
first of the State police forces.

The Ryks 
Museum in Amsterdam has many, al- 
though in its catalogue it admits that 
some of its paintings bearing the gen- 
uine Rembrandt signature are ‘wrong- 
ly* signed.’ In other words, the sig- 
nature is genuine, but the picture was 
painted by one of his pupils.”

When his term ends the prisoner at 
Lewisburg will not be turned out from 
a drab, confining cell to sudden free- 
dom, with a grim recollection of long 
incarceration and an embittered atti- 
tude toward society. Instead, he will 
be given a try at freedom before he 
leaves, to engender self-reliance and 
self-respect. 

While in this ‘‘senior hall’ he will 
receive his ‘‘diploma,”’ a clean bill 
bearing testimony to good behavior 
and improved character, earned by his 
own efforts a 4d entitling him to a fair 
chance in the world. 

But while the new system at Lewis- 
burg may seem less rigid, the impor- 
tance of maintaining discipline has not 
been lost sight of, according to Direc- 
tor Bates. ‘‘With all these new plans 
under way,’’ he states, ‘‘insistence has 
been had upon the strict performance 
by guards and other employes of the 
difficult tasks laid upon them, and 
wardens are repeatedly advised that 
our institutions are places for the rig- 
orous discipline of the inmates.”’
